assessments:

sessed at Its (air market value.

duty oC the Assessor is to value every 
piece of land at the price -which he 
"shall, after due examination and con- 
sideratlon, believe the sume would soli 
for, if sold singly and separately at a 
bona fide sale, after due public notice," 
And the duty of the Conomissioners is 
to examine the returns o* tbe Assessors 
and "Inquire whether the same have 
been made in conformity with law and 
whether all property to be valued for 


x taxation 'has been value I at a sum or 
price not less than th-i same would 
•bring'after full public nctlce, at a pub- 
lie sale, supposing each separate tract 
of land, with the Improvements, only 
^were to be sold." 
Tbt duty of the 


Commissioners, as plain y- directed by 
tt^e Act of Assembly, ts to revise, cor- 
-rect and equalize Che valuations of all 
-property taxable by law. 


-.Any owner of real es'ate aggrieved 
by the action of the Commissioners is 
entitled to an appeal to the Court of 
Common Pleas, which !s empowered 
"to make such orders and decrees 
touchinsr"the matter complained of as 
to the Judges of said^Court may seem 
just and equitable, bavins dae regard 


' -ti>. the valuation and assessment made 


of other real estate In a^ch county or 
city."

only as are based on alleged excessive 
and unreasonable valuations. In prac- 
tise, It never aas any other kind. B'lt 
the Court assumes trom the language 
of the law that its province is always 
equalization downward, and never up- 
ward. "We are charged," the Court 
repeats, "with seeing that none of it 
. (the coal) is assessed beyond Its act- 
.-ual^alue, or discriminated against 
"' in the valuation;" and follows with 


this further statement: 


But the law not only requires prop- 
erty to tfe assessed -it it* fair market 
value, but also alms to have valuations 
equalized. Perfect equalUy, of course, 
is out of the question. No matter what 
plan of assessment Is adopted some will 
have to bear an unequal burden. The 
function of the Court Is to sec that 
a uniform standard has 'jeen adopted 
and generally applied. Ai assessment 
on one property is not t.> be reduced 
simply because a, few other properties 
are undervalued. 
If su< n were the 


rule, no plan Of assessment could be 
carried out. 


Following out this ru!-?, the Court 


finds tiiat none ot the Ian'Is have been 
assessed beyond their actual value or 
discriminated against, but it deducts 
$70 per acre as the value of the sur- 
face lands "where such lands are not 
owned by the coal companies, or where 
they are assessed separately at the re- 
quest of the owners.

The Court declares that it is the

themselves? We have seen that the 
coal assessments of Westmoreland 
county, are only about one-half the 
actual value of 'he coal; vet we are

• It Is evident that assessments are 
uniform only in one respect, namely, 
that they are never made a- full value 
aa required by law.

actual value, or discriminated against 
in ttve valuation."

The notice of a reduction in coke 


workers' wages was not a welcome 
New Year's announcement; but it was 
not a wholly unexpected one, in spite 
of the reassuring reports sent out from 
time to time under color of authority, 
that there would be no changes in the 
wage scale or in the prices of oven 
and furnace products. 


The changes In the wage scale have 


probably been made necessary because 
the inexorable law of supply and de- 
mand had already, in spite of all ef- 
forts, made corresponding changes in 
prices.

The coke operators voluntar- 
ily shared the good times with their 
employes and they now demand that 
the employes share tho dull times with 
thorn.

It will 
enable the miner and drawer to make 
good wages. The times are not as bad 
as they have been on other occasions.
